A New Wheat Pest. 


(London Wreo Presa.) 

The wheat fields in the Southwestern 
States are suffering from the attacks of an 
enemy new to that region, but which has 
for several years proved destructive in othe, 
parts of the Continent, and is said to be as 
numerous and voracious even as the gragse 
hoppers which last your descended upon 
the West. This insect, similur ia nature 
and appearance to the army worm, is thus 
described by Professor Riley, an eminent 
entomologist of Missouri. It is prettily 
striped with sulphur yellow and straw yel- 
low, and with light and brown as follows:— 
A broad dark brown line along the back, 
divided along the middle by a fine white 
lino, generally obsolete behind ; beneath 
this broad line on each side a straw yellow 
line, half as wide; then a light brown one 
of tho samo width as the last,and becoming 
yellow on the lower edge ; then a narrow 
dark brown one, containing tho white spir- 
aclos ; then a sulphur yellow as wide as the 
third ; then a less distinct light brown sub- 
ventral one, the yenter being a pale yel- 
low. The head is largo, straw colored, and 
with two attenuating brown marks from 
the top to tho lower faee, ‘The chryselis ir 
of the ordinary mahogany-blown color, 
and terminates in a stout horny point, with 
a corrogated base. ‘The moth has the front 
wing’ straw-colored, with a pale line run- 
ning along the middle to the outer third, 
and shaded with brown as follows :—A 
shade beneath the white line intensified at 
each end where it joins the white ; another 
along the posterior border, narrow at apex 


projects along the middle of the wing 
above the white line, fading away towards 
the base, and a fainter shado along the 
front or costal edge, intensifying toward 
apex. The epecies is one of the smallest 
of the gonus, having but two-thirds of the 
size of any army worm, ‘The samo cater- 
pillar is recorded as having done some 
damago to wheat and timothy in Maryland 
and Poensylvania in 1874 ; and, again, in 
1876, complaints were mado of its ravages 
in the same States, when also tho rye suf- 
fering from its attacks so that it was pot 
worth straw price, This year the insect 
has appeared near Philadelphia,

SUICIDE OF A MURDERER. 


Arrests for Arson, 


Neither Sly nor Haskins 


Denver, Col, August 1,—The Jury in the 
Yankeo murder trial at Boulder, brought in a 
verdict of guilty of murder in the tirst degree, 
at 826 a.m. Yesterday at 9,50 o'clock, 
prisoner suicided by hanging himself with a 
curtain cord in his cell, 

Louis and Julius Silverstone, tailors, and 
Abraham Jonos, cap maker, of Berger Point, 
N. J., were arrested on suspicion of attempt- 
ing to fire Silverstone’s house, and contessed 
to that and other attempted incendiarisms, 
All are Israelites, The Silverstones explained 
that they were hard up, and wanted to get 
the $2,000 insurance on their house, and set 
tho other fires to create the impression that 
there was an organized gang of incendiaries 
abroad, Jones was an accomplice,

Lonpon, Aug. 1.-A special to the Times 
from Ragusa, saye that Mukhtar Pasha 
with the remainder of his army, variously 
estimated at from aix to nine battalions, 
has arrived at T'rebinje, having evacuated 
Bilek immediately after the battle of Ar- 
biza, ‘Tho Ottoman authorities here admit 
(heir defeat in that battle and also 
the following losses:—Tho two Pas- 
ha’s, namely, Selim Pasha killed 
and Osman Pacha taken prisoner. Two 
Colonels, three Lieut.-Colonels and seyen 
Majors, two Battalions of Infantry and one 
of Chasseurs were destroyed to the last 
man and all other Battalions suffered wore 
or less, Tho Turks confess that they lost 
from 1,200 to 1,300 men, their real loss is 
probably from 6,000 to 6,000 men.

Murderous Assault. 


A FARMER ATTACKED AND N&ARLY BEATEN TO

Any com- 
plaints against such efforts to reclaim fallen 
humanity is deserving of little attention, —- 
London Free Press. 


Jail Hsecapes. 


Is isincumbent upon the Oatario Goy- 
ernment to take steps to prevent the recur- 
rence of escapes from jail, such as have 
taken place at various points in the Pro- 
vince of late. That men charged with or 
convicted of the most seriousoffences should 
walk away from custody at will is more 
than can bo tolerated by a law respevting 
people. Tho division of responsibility bo- 
tween the Provincial Guyernment and the 
County Councils may explain the laxity of 
administration that has led to tho escapes. 
The Prison Inspector, who is an officer of 
the Ontario Government, can point out 
defects in jail construction, or he can report 
misconduct on thg part of jail officials, 
which may, butis nob likely to, come under 
his personal notice, The County Council 
alone can repair the jail building. 

To find a reason for past faults is not 
satisfactory unless a way is suggested 
to avoid them in the future,  Por- 
haps it will become necessary for the 
Government to take ontiro control of the 
jails, as has been done in England by an 
act of the Imperial Prrliament, Theu it 
would be no longer possible to shift the 
burden of errors upon county councils, 
Whether that charge is or is not made, 
some general plan ought to be drawn up 
under which the jails shall be improved, In 
Many counties the present buildings are 
quite behind the age. The appliances for 
helping a criminal to scale the wall cannot 
escape detection, Thoy should be reme+ 
died 80 as to insure forcible detention, and 
not merely that the prisonors shall atay dur- 
ing-pleasure, Some escapes have doubt- 
less been due to the connivance or incom- 
petency of jail officials, Hero is room for 
an immediate reform, A dishonest or 
drunken jailor has no claims upon the 
country for support, and trustworthy men 
should be at once chosen. We hope that 
not a eingle mistake will be glossed over 
with the explanation that nobody was to 
blame, but that full investigations may take 
place in every instance. Much depends 
upon having the right sort of officials, es- 
pecially during tho time that must elapse 
before all the defective jails are overhauled.

The following account of tho 1aco for 
the Queen’s Cup, between the Canadian 
yacht ‘‘Countess of Dufferin” and the 
New York yacht ‘* Madeleine,” is taken 
from the Mail's correspondent on board 
the ‘* Sountese.” 

The aun rose with a light southerly air, 
but half an hour later this died away. At 
nine o'clock a-slight breeze springing up 
from the south-east, we moved away from 
our anchorage, so as to get the sails pro- 
perly set. An hour was speut in this 
manner, after which we were waiting for 
the signal to start. In the meantime ex-

Both stood on thoso tacks 
until 12.7, when the Countess went about, 
the Madeleine following just a minute later,

If we exposed ourselves 
to the sun we would feel quite as though 
we were being baked, ' 
Come with me to my lodgings now. I 
lodge in o hut but little inferior in size — 
to the chief's, Init is stored the luggage 
of the expedition, which fills one-half; it 
is about six tons in weight, and consists of 
cloth, beads, wire, shells, ammunition, pow- 
der, barrels, portmanteaus, iron trunks, — 
photographic apparatus, scientific instro= 
ments, pontoons, sections of boats, &e. The 
other half of the hut is my sleeping, dining, 
and hall room, Itis as dark as pitch with- 
in, for light cannot penetrate the mud with _ 
whishotk-rsor-driea intia, “tnicitly dovéred 
with dust, which breeds fleas and other 
vermin to be a plague to me and my poor 
dogs.

A Fine Country. 


SOME OF THR BEAUTIES OF LIVE IN ARIZONA 
—HOTTER THAN NEW YORK, 


An Eastern gentleman engaged in mining 
in Arizona has written to a friend in New 
York city, giving an account of the diffic 
ties under which mining operations are’ 
prosecuted in that territory. He saya: 

“The amount of progress I make seems 
to me small, bat you have no idea of th 
difficulties which have to be conatantly me! t 
and overcome. The labor here is very un 
reliable, and it is hard to get a day’s work 
for a day’s pay, and there is a strong feel- 
ing of jealousy between the whites and 
Mexicans, which is hard to overcome. The 
weather is hot beyond belief—never, I 
think, less than 90° in the shade, and 
from that up to 120°, There isno lumber 
in this country, and all the building has to — 
bo done with cotton-wood poles, and hauled 
five miles on jackasses to the mine. a 
addition, I have had to pack water five 
miles, ns we haye had no rain, and the tanks 
at the mine are exhausted. We have now 
killed thiee rattlesnakes in the hov 
sides any quantity of scorpions, &a IT 
opening my trunk I was stung in the fin- 
ger by a scorpion, I bound a puultico of 
oniona and tobacco on the wound, ¢ 
drank three full pints of whiskey. It ms 
me very drank, and I thiok killed the 
other puison, although my whole hand and 7 
urm was numb fora dey ortwo, It is @ 
pretty hard country, and three mon hay 
already died of thirst near here.

A Wonderful Phenomenon. 


A LIVE REPTILE IN A HUMAN STOMACH— OR 
A REMARKABLE CASE OF HALLUCINATION. 


(From tho Boapeilon Deidre Journal.) 
A very singular and moat incredible phy- 

sical phenomenon recently came under our 
observation, it being no less than that of a 
poisonous reptile inhabiting a human 
stomach, Wa have heard of such a phenc- 
menon before, but usually they were of 
toads or lizards, or tape worms, and the 
vouchors for the stories were ‘root doctors’: 
and superstitious old women. Tho caso in 
hand is not of that kind; neither is it a 
case of ‘snakes in boots ;” the individual 
to whom we refer is apparently a reliable 
citizen of Ontario, and fully belicves in the 
story he told us, 

Lieut, Robert Crawford is a native of 
Hamilton, Oat., and is about forty years 
ofage, Ho has been stopping of late at 
Clark's Hotel in Clifton, hoping to receive 
somo benefit from tho pure air of Niagara, 
and it was there we saw him and heard his 
story, Heis a thin spare mao, and has 
been reduced almost toa tkeleton, he avers, 
by the presence of his horrible companion, 

For fourteen yoars of his life Lieut, 
Crawford waa a resident of the Island of 
Cuba, and belonged to the Cuban army in 
which he rose from the ranks to a lieuten- 
aucy, which position he was compelled to 
resign on account of his failing health. 
About two-and-a-half years since, he says, 
he first became aware of the presence of the 
serpent in his stomach, the symptoms 
being a eickness and a crawling sensation in 
that organ. Then it was he remembed 
that about six month previous he had knelt 
down and drunk from a spring in the vici- 
nity of which he noticed peculiar poisonous 
reptiles, some of which were ton inches 
long and as thick as 4 man’s wrist, and 
others were very minute. His subsequent 
experience leaves no doubt in his mind 
that hoe at that time drank a small specimen 
of these horrid creatures, 

In due time, the sensation in his stomach 
continuing, he consulted the best medical 
advice in Cuba, and not getting relief 
came to the States, Here he got more 
advice, and took, in one prescription and 
another, enough poison to kill a dozen 
men, but without effecting the death of 
this reptile, or ejecting it. Tadeed, the 
snake seemed rather to thrive on the medi 
cine, poison being his best hold! About 
this time he heard of the eminent Italian 
physician, Dr. Gonzales, of Paris, and in 
the full faith that he would be cured by 
him, Lieut. Crawford sailed for Wrance, 
where he arrived in due time, Dr, Gon- 
vales made an examination, and for the 
sum of $500 agreed to operate on the pe- 
tient by incision in the back and then re- 
move the caure of this living death, 
Crawford assured him that he wished the 
operation performed, even at tho risk of 
his life, 8 death itself was preferable to 
the terrible pains and horrible sensations 
he was continually undergoing. The ar- 
rangements having been made, Crawford 
Was strapped to tho table, tho surgeon aud 
his assistants were all ready, the knife 
was lifted above the*baro flosh, but sud- 
donly it flashed across the mind of this 
most skilfal and eminent physician that 
he was assuming a fearful responsibility, 
and tho instrament was stayed, the fos 
refunded with a liberal addition, and 
Lieut. Crawford left Paris sick at hoart 
as well as in body, with his terrible 
burthen, Theanimal, reptile, or whatever 
it is, has now grown quito large—equal in 
sizo to thoso in the wilds of Cubs—and 
most of the time is dormant j but at times, 
4s if craving for food, it writhes and turns, 
causing excruciating pains, at which timo 
its serpent form is plainly to be sven, 
When this occurs, nothing seems-to appaaso 
it but onormous quantitios of vegetable 
food.

Orawford ate threo market-baskets 
full of water cressus, frase, within o 
vevy short period of timo, Usually he oats 
but little, the stomach being stimulated 
with large quantitios of Whiskey, o small 
quantity of which would intoxicate an or 
dinary man, but which seoms to haye no 
more effect on him than so much wator,

An Unfounded Rumor. 


Ono of the drawbacks of being compelled, in 
a measure to rely upon the American Press 
Despatches for general news, is that the pub- 
lio have to read to a great extent through 
Yankee spectacles. A despatch from San 
Francisco on Wednesday, contained the somet 
what startling intelligence that His Excellency 
the Governor General, in reply to av address 
from the people of Victoria, had stated that 
the Government had definitely abandoned the 
prospect of constructing the Pacitic Railway, 
and that the only question to be considered 
was that of compensation. Whether Lord 
Dufferin made uso of the language attributed 
to him or not, of courso we cannot say, How- 
ever, we are ia a position to state that whether 
made use of or not, the statement is entirely 
incorrect, as no such decision has been arrived 
at by the Goyornment, On the contrary, the 
policy of the Government is to. urge forward 
the construction of the railway with the ut- 
most rapidity possibla, having regard to the 
financial ability of the country. We may 
safely say, however, that His Excellency 
never made the assertion at all, Ho is too 
well vorsed in the duties of constitutional 
government to dream of enunciating the pol- 
icy of a Government, or making himself the 
mouthpiece of a political party, except through 
a ‘‘apeech from the Throne.” It is quite pos- 
sible, however, that His Excellency may have 
referred to the abandonment of the Nanaimo 
Branch, rendered necessary by the Govern- 
ment policy, by the Senato last Session, to 
the terms of compensation for which he ma 
have very properly alluded, and the proba» 
bility is that the Press agent in his eagerness 
to brew trouble in advance for the Canadians, 
has distorted some euch reference into the 
sensational eanard to which we have mado al-

Wilson lost nearly 
all his furniture and Smith saved the 
greater part of his, The next building was 
occupied by George Warham and Eiward 
Philpot, who saved all their effects, though 
somewhat injured by hasty removal, The 
burned tenements (one, one and one-half 
atoreys high, and the other two storeys 
high) were owned by Thomas Wilson. His 
loss is $2,400—$2,000 being on the houses, 
and $400 on the furniture and effects. The 
houses were insured in the Agricultoral 
Company of Wetertown, N. Y., for $1,400. 
Smith's loss is about $200, and Warham 
about $60, and both are uninsured. ‘Phil- 
pot lost a valuable gold watch and sume 
fine jewelry, worth about $300, which has 
not yet been recovered. This is a very se- 
yere blow on Mr. Wilson, as, with one fell

The following was hapded to us for 
publication ;:— 

J. G. Worts, Eeq., Toronto : 

Dear Sin,—I was greatly pleased this 
morning, on looking over The Mail, to find 
that at last an effort was being put forth to 
open up a direct trade between this country 
and the Australian colonies, I spent ten 
years of my life engaged in commercial pur- 
suits in the city of Melbourne, from 1850 
to 1869, and in this country from 1860 
to 1873, in Ottawa ; acd during my resi- 
dence at the latter place often endeavored 
to induce our great lumber firms to try 
and open up a trade, but without success. 
In the year 1871 I sold out my interest 
in the grocery businoss I was ongaged in, 
and commenced a manufactory for doors, 
sashes, mouldings, &., and opened up a 
trade with Melbourne, Sydney, Now Zea: 
land, &c., but in the midst of it I was 
laid aside from business, and by advico 
of my medical man sold out, and have not 
beon engaged in business since ; but tho 
firm to whom I sold—Ourrier, Batson, & 
Co.—haye continued the export trade, 
and it is now the most profitable branch 
of their business, We shipped une lot of 
2,000 doors from Montreal, the ship load- 
ing there with lumber, but tho bulk of 
our goods wo shipped from Boston, From 
what I know of the two countries, I am
